American doughboys cleiininK up the last Japanese pockets were locked in soma at the 
deadliest hand-to-hand fighting of the Pacific war around Davao city. 

American and Japanese soldiers .'ilugged it out toe to toe with bayonets, rifle butta, and 
even fisUi as enemy resistance reached its final, dcsperato stage. In some caaoB, doughboyn 
whipped off their helmets nnd, swinging them by the straps,- usetj them as duba to 
bludgeon Japanese to death. The bitter battle raged in the high grass fields between the 
Talomo nnd Davao river.s, west of Davao city. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur announced in a communiijue that 
90 per cent of Mindanao and 05 per cent of the ialand's esti- 
mated population of ■100,000 had been liberated. ■ 

The remaining Japanese troops were mostly trapped in the 
iiills of the central interior between American forces advanc- 
ing from north and south. The -lOth division, coming down 
from the north, reported increased oppo.iition in the hills 
where the Japanese had deflected dual-purpose 30 milli- 
meter anti-aircraft guns to use them for direct fire. 

The 31st division, moving 
north to meet tho 40Ui, cap- 
tured the airfield one mile 
north of Maramag on tho

WATCH THAT GUN! 

Not so long ago, the Times-News called at- 
tention to the unusual number of accidental 
shootings In Magic Valley, and warned alt 
parents to take every precaution In allow- 
ing their youngsters to play with firearms 
of any kind. 

One day this week, two more tragedies of 
this kind were recorded In south central 
Idaho. A Filer boy was fatally wounded when 
a playmate tired at him v/lth a ,22 rifle which 
wa^ believed to be unloaded, and at Halley a 
boy accidentally shot his sister through the 
leg while hunting squirrels. 

It should be obvious to every parent, par- 
ticularly during these times when so many 
youngsters are playing war. that the urge to 
UEo guns Is all the more dangerous. 

In homes where there are small clilldron, 
guns should not be accessible, and even the 
older youngsters should be denied the use of 
Ilrearms it they are Inclined to be careless. 

For the safety ot your own children, give 
this warning serious thought. Get that gun 
out ot their reach right now, before you for- 
get about It. Otherwise you may be the next to 
have such a tragedy in your own home.

THE CASE AGAINST DOENITZ 

Without being conversant with the legal 
niceties by which war criminals are deflnetl, 
we agree with the National Maritime union 
that Grand Admiral Karl Doenitz should be 
Included among them. 

As commander-in-chief of a defeated ene- 
my, Doenitz apparently would not be tried 
for war crimes. But ho assumed that rank, 
« Hitler's successor. In the closing days of 
tho war. Before that he was In command of 
tho nazl U-boats. 

It was Doenlti; who scorned humanity as 
weakness and ordered his crews to machlnc- 
gun suTTlvora of torpeiloed ships. Because of 
this utter disregard of the ctvUlied rules 
which mitigate the unclvlUzed practice of 
war, most of thi 15,000 United Nations sea- 
men who died In tha war against Germany 
lo*t their llTCg ne«dle*sly. 

In coniequenia, ths NMU has asked the 
War Crtmea commission that Doenitz bo tried 
with the other natl war criminals. We think 
tljat the onion has a good case.
